Winter is here, and tor some people a change in 
weather means a change in mood. The holiday season 
reminds some people of past losses they've experi- 
enced and as the stress from school pressures mounts, 
feelings of depression are sometimes triggered. 

Depression can become a problem when your de- 
pressed mood doesn't go away and begins to interfere 
with your ability to function in everyday life. Depres- 
sion may be characterized by feelings of hopelessness, 
emotional upsets, trouble with sleep (too much or too 
little), difficulty concentrating on school, feelings of 
anxiousness, loss of interest in previously enjoyed ac- 
tivities (exercise, eating, socializing) and feelings of 
helplessness. 

If you are depreassed, it's important that you get some 
help. When we experience depression, our bodies are 
telling us something. We need to listen to our feelings 
and understand where the depression is coming from. 
If these signs of depression fit for you, please come talk 
to a counsellor at Student Services.
